COTTON MEN ASK U.S. 
TO BARE LOAN POLICY 


Present Situation Demands 
Revelation of Plans, Dorr 
Declares. 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—@)— 
Leading manufacturers in the cotton 
industry appeared today before the 
cabinet textile committee to urge an 
immediate announcement by the gov- 


ernment of a lean plan for the new 
cotton crop. 

G. H. Dorr, president of the: Cot- 
ton Textile Institute, who presented 
the recommendation, said “it was.the 
general sentiment of the cotton mann- 
facturers that the new loan should 
be 12 cents a pound in view of the 
exigencies of the present situation. 

In addition, he assured Secretary 
Roper and other members of the cab- 
inet’ committee that the cotton indus- 
try was seeking to maintain the short 
hour and minimum wage provisions 
of the old NRA. 

“One of the immediate causes of 
lack of demand for cotton products,” 
: Dorr was quoted by the cabinet com- 
mittee as saying, “is the uncertainty 
on the part of buyers as to the price 
policy which the government will 
adopt with regard to the new cotton 
crop. 

“A merchant hesitates to buy cotton 
goods made from 12-cent cotton when 
his competitor may be able to buy the 
identical goods later made from cot- 
ton bought at a less price.” 

Dorr was quoted as saying condi- 
tions had arisen since the original tes- 
timony of institute representatives 
that had brought about a more cha- 
otic situation in the cotton industry, 
resulting in uncertainty that had re- 
tarded buying. 

Dorr’s recommendation on the proc- 
essing tax was: 

“The elimination of the cotton proc- 
essing tax and the adoption of a 
broader and sounder method for ob- 
taining the funds required for the 
benefit payments to the cotton farmer.

Corn led the advance. Reports of 
further planting délays, particularly 
in central Illinois and Missouri, in- 
creased fears that the 1935 crop may 
be seriously retarded in some regions. 
Wheat buyers acted on talk of a wet 
harvest from the southwest. A private 
advice from Oklahoma hinted at this 
prospect and contained a statement 
that grain men there believe the crop 
has gone back in the last week. 

Wheat prices rose 1 1-8 to 1 3-4 
cents above the previous finish, closing 
with July 81 3-4 to 81 7-8, and corn 
was 1 1-8 to 2 1-8 higher, July 81 7-3 
to 82. Oats gained 5-8 to 3-4, rye 1 to 
1 3-8 and barley was unchanged. 

Rather conspicuous buying by a 
house with eastern connections at- 
tracted attention in the corn pit. 
September sold as high as 76 °3-4 at 
one time, the best price this month 
and four cents above yesterday's low 
point. July corn sold above July 
wheat, a rare situation in the futures 
market. , 

Wet weather reports and firmness 
in Liverpool and Winnipeg wheat were 
strengthening factors ih the Chicago 
wheat pit. The trade showed a decid- 
edly broader volume, accompanied by 
considerable spreading operations.

Usually it is bad bridge to rescue 
your partner merely because you can- 
not support his suit. There are cases, 
however, in which it is proper to res- 
cue. In order to make it clear to 
partner that you are taking him out 
of his suit because you lack support, 
certain definite “sign-off” inferences 
are available. 

A sign-off may be made with a 
seven-card suit or with a six-card suit 
headed by about one-half honor trick.
